—The south- 
ern overland train arrived here at 7:H0 
o clock yesterday 
morning, and the 
p auengiii 
alighted for 
brenkfnst. Judge 
Stephen ». l'ieid 
ami Deputy Mnt- 
bind Nil U- wul li- 
ed fete tile ile d 
dining loom nnd 
eat down for 
bieakfnst hide by 
side.

goiug to another table when 
Terry recognized Justioe Field, 
and immediately retired to tlie train 
lor some unknown purpose. 

As aoon us ajie had left the dining 
room and before she hod reached the 
train Judge Terry walked to where Jus- 
tice Field Kit, and atooping over him 
slapped hi* face. Deputy Marshal 
Nagle thereupon arose from his sent and 
ihot Judge Terry through the heart. 
While he wa* falling Nagle shot again 
but missed him, the bullet going 
through the floor. Both shots were fired 
within a few seoonda and before any one 
eould interfere 

Tho judge after being shot fell to the 
floor and never uttered a sound. He 
had scarcely fallen when Mrs. Terry 
rushed into the room and throw herself 
OH the body. People rushed from the 
room while Other* rushed in. and the 
wildest exoitement prevailed. Justice 
Field and 1 >eputy Marshal Nagle re- 
treated to a sleeping car, whore they 
were securely loekod in. Co the mean- 
time Mrs. Teny kopt ooustantly calling 
for the arrest of the two men. CoMtsV 
ble Wulker, liefare tho train pulled out. 
entered the sleeper and was curried 
away on board the train, shouting to 
the sTieotutors that he knew his duty 
an 1 would perform it 

While the train was standing at the 
dej>ot Mrs. Terry kept running front tho 
IkhIv of her husband to tho sh e ier, de- 
manding admittunco in order that she 
might slap Justice Field's fin e. Before 
the appearance of Sheritf Walker iu the 
sleeper Sheriff Purvis and a deputy 
from Stuihsluua couutv had taken 
charge of Deputy Marshal Xugle. 

If Judge Terry hid intended to pro- 
voke Justice Ffuld uud draw a weujxui 
liefore the latter oould turn. is. of course, 
not kuowu. a* Deputy Nagle, who sat 
opposite, prevented this by tiring, re- 
sulting iu the instant death at Terry.

David 6. Terry was born in Todd 
oouuty. Ky.. in 1H23. He served in the 
Texan arinv under Sam Houston. He 
oame to (.California in isi« and settled iu 
dilaveiiss oeanty. In IHVi he WM 
elected jttstioe of the supreme cr. irt of 
CVilifornia on the Native American 
ticket, uud upon the death of Chief Jus- 
tice Murray iu 1857 Judge Terry be- 
came chief justioe. He was opposed to 
the vigiUnco committee of 1U0, and 
stahls-d one of the members of the com- 
mittee who had attempted to arrest a 
friend of Terry's. Terry was held by the 
vigilant*, but afterwards was released, 
He killed Senator Broderiek iu l*Vj as a 
result of political differences. In 1 ► 
Terry was defeated as a Haooook elec- 
tor, although his associates on tho tloket

Ran Francisco, Aug. 18.— The south- 
ern overland train arrived at the station 
in Oakland shortly after 11 o'clock. A 
great crowd hud collected, telegiaphio 
intelligence of the Luthron tragedy 
having preceded the arrival of tho train, 
and tho sleeoing car in which .lust ice 
Field was bitting was at OOcO boeiegod 
by United States officials and news- 
paper men. Jtutine rield maintninod his 
qulel demeanor and narrated to a preaa 

ropraai ntative tho following part iciilurs 
of tiie shooting: 

'J can tell 3'ou tho story in a few 
woids. For the lost few months all 
manner of reports, both public and per 
,vo reached me that Judge Ter

me. This fact caused the United States 
marshal to decide to provide such pro- 
tection as he eould during my stay iu 
this slate. When I started for Los An- 
geles to i'lld court, Deputy Naglo ac- 
companied me. He loomed to be a 
quiet, gentle, naii.lv othciul, though I 
only met him twice while away from Los 
Angeles. He asked me in that oity when 
I intended to return, and aocoinpauiod 
mo, tuking a seat in the sleeping ear op- 
posite to me, We heard this morning 



that Judge Terry and his Mile were on 
the train, but paid no attention to the 
fact. When we arrived at Lathrop 
wo entered the eating station 
to get breakfast I took a seat at the 
end of the table. Nagie But on one side 
of me. Teirv and his wife came in the 
room soon after. As soou as Mrs. Terrv 
saw me she went out of the room, us I 
afterward learned, returning to the ear 
for her satchel. Judge. Terry rose, and 
I supposed he inten led accompanying 
her. Instead of doing so, he walked 
book of me and struck me a heavy slap 
in the faoa, I was completely astonis e il 
and. seeing he was making ready to 
st i ihe again, Nagle cried out "Stop, 
stop, but Terry did not desist, and as 
he was raising his arm a second tii.ie. 
Nagle shot at him. the ballet entering 
bis heart. He fell to the tfoOT, Nagle 
sJiootihg n second time, but the second 
ehot not striking him. Nagle wns ar- 
rested ut Tracy aud taken to Stockton 
to await the result of the inquest That 
is the complete story so fur as I am 
aware of the facta." 

Protection was accorded to Justice 
Field, it is claimed, by authority of 
United States Attorney Oener d Miller, 
who telegraphed from Washington to 
the marshal of the district to see that 
the person of the justioe was protected 
at any hazard. The order BXtende 1 also 
to Judge Sawyer, of the United Stelae 
oirouit court, in this city, upon whom 
Mrs. Terrv made a personal assault last 
year, while on a railway train, accom- 
panied by Judge Terry. Th order was 
based unou this fact and upon threats 
declared to have been made openly by 
Terry against Justioe Field. Deputy 
Marshal Nagle waa directed to accom- 
pany Justice Field, under tliis order, 
ami is said to have gives Judge Terry 
full warning to stop when the latter be- 
gan his attack upon Justiee Field, aud 
tired at Terry as the latter was about to 
strike a second time. Justice Field hut 
the overlaud train at the Ouklund ferry, 
and drove at once to the Palace hotel, 
._ he was joined bv his wife. He 
not arrested, and the notice to tho 
chief of police, olaimed to have been 
sent by the dlatriat attorney of Han 
Joaquain, if forwarded, wu not acted 
upon. 

A passenger who was on the train at 
Lrfithrop says that when he heard the 
shooting he rushed out of the oar and 
saw Mrs. Terry with a satchel in her 
hand. She was trying to open it and he 
took it from her. She tried to regain 
possession of it but failed. Wheu the 
satchel wus openod afterward a pistol 
was found iu it 

David Nagle, who killed Terry, is well 
Known here. In the latter part of the 
*70's ho went to Arizona and iu 1S81 WOO 
appointed chief of police of Tom'ustone. 
Wnile occupying that offioe ho had fre- 
quent eucounters with the criminal ele- 
ment and soon earned a reputation for 
bravery and daring, Among other ex- 
ploits was his killing of a noted Mexi- 
can desperado at'te: U fierce personal ooii- 

eoiue-.t. Nagle was made deputy marshal 
here a vuar ago. It wae hii who dis- 
armed Terry last Septan bef when the 
ex-judge assaulted Mumh ,1 I 'rauks. 
When it was determined to furnish Jus- 
tice Field with a bodyguard Xag.w was 
selected for the work. Xugie is :;:> 
years old and hiw a wife aud family 
here. 

Among the passengers mi the south- 
ern ovurluud train was Col. H. (i. Otis, 
editor of The Los Angeles Time* Aft«K 
describing tlu shooting. Mr. Otis aaya: 
"I happen to know that the deputy 
marshal was uoting under direct written 
ins! ructions from the attorney general 
to .protect the persons of Judgos Field 
and Siiwver at all ha& rds. In conver- 
sation with me Justioe Field hod said 
he was net responsible for the oonstaut 
attendance of the deputy, and was 
rather annoyed at it, but the officer in- 
sisted upon carrying out his instruc- 
tions to the letter. Justioe Fiold told 
me he was not armed; lie w*s frequently 
urged to arm himself, but would never 
do so, aud had declured that wheu it 
became necessary for a justioe of the 
supreme court to go about iu the per- 
formance of his duty carrying firearms 
with which to protect his person it 
would be time to aljolish our courts. "

Sax Francisco. Aug. l.V -The an- 
nouncement that ex-Judge Terry had 
been shot and killed at Lathro;> cans g] 
extraordinarv excitement iu this city. 
The scene ol tho tragedy is eighty -three 
miles from this city by rail, and is xhe 
breakfasting station for the lout-hern 
overland train. The possibility of an 
enoounter between Terry and Justioe 
Field has been reoogni. ed ever *ince 

the imprisonment of Terrv for contempt 

of oourt. owing to the Well kno wn t n- : 
per of the man. 

Tvriy has always been a pvomin >nt 
figure iu the political history of the 
state. Hi- killing of Senator Broderiek 
years ago cau-ed at the time deep per* 
souiil resentment ngainst Terrv b ■ 
portion of tin* people of the state, which 
threatened to terminate liis career iu 
California; but he always had B linmbei 
of adherents, and remained in nc state 
though he has only once or twice been 
before the people fi * position.

Wahhinoton, Aug. 15. -The depart- 
ment of state has received from Emory 
H. Taunt. the 
African explorer, 
who is commercial 
agout at Boma, 
Congo Free State, 
an interesting re- 
port on the Lower 
Congo basin. 
Lieut Taunt states 
that since his lust 
report to the sec- 
retary of the navy, 
|madc in Februury, 
1887, while lieu- 
tenant In the navy, 
✓the organization 
of the Congo Free 
■Monr ft. TAi/ict State has I »eeu per- 
fected, and now a well equipped corps 
of olficiiils, courts of law, postemOSO, ous- 
toms stations, a standing army of from 
1,200 to 1.500 men, eurrenuy of gold, 
silver aud copiwr, and in fact every- 
thing iu proper shape to successfully 
oonduct a well organized government 
are to bo found 

Bourn is the seat of govern:tient in 
Africa. Alsmt navigation Lieut. Taunt 
savs: "There are at present BO light! 
either at tho mouth of tho Congo, or on 
any point of the river. It has been 
proposed to establish one at Banana, 
and tho mutter is now under considera- 
tion. Vessels drawing twenty-one feet 
can ascend tho river as far as Matodi, 
175 miles from Banana but her* a pilot 
is an absolute neoessitv. There are 
beacons established at different points 
as fur as Boma. Al>ove Boma there is 
neither buoy or near boaoon, The first 
largo steamer to reach Matadi was the 
Luolahu, 1,N.")0 tons, of the Liverpool 
line. This vessel made tho trip in June, 
drawing twenty feet of wator. 

"At the present writing," Lieut. 
Taunt goes on to say, "tho relations of 
the Congo free »tato with her neighbors 
are very satisfactory. There have Inxm 
some disputes about tho question of 
boundaries of the extreme eastern lim- 
its of the state in Central Africa, which 
I understand will Ixi definitely settled 
during the proposed conference on 
African affairs, soon to be held in Bras* 
si is. 

"1 am not ready at this writing." ha 
says, "to pass ii;>ou Ihe prospect for 
Amerioan trails throughout the Congo 
valley. But I have as yet found no 
reason to ohaugs my reports, made in 
1SS7, that thcio is no opening on ov in 
thu vicinity of the Lower Congo for au 
Amnrioan firm to establish, with reason- 
able prospects of success. The con- 
sumption of cotton go<sls at present is 
very large, uud when the Upper Congo 
is opened it will increase teufold. for we 
(the United States) will then have the 
enormous Uude of the Aral is of Central 
Africa in addition to the Congo natives. 
The question will thou arise, can our 
Amomaiu ootton manufoottirors eompoto 
with Manchester!'" 

Lieut Taunt uonoludes as follows: 
"I have no later iuforruatiou of Mr. 
Stanley's progress than t hat published 
in tlie public press. Mr. Stanley re- 
turned to his oamp on the Airuwumi 
last year, and with Ins rear guard start- 
ed back to Lake Nyanzi.

"I find," said he, "that in 
most of the counties where it has carried 
that the majoritiesare small, while in the 
larger counties in the Purchase the ma- 
jorities are three and four against it ; and 
these same counties in 1887 voted heav- 
ily for the convention. I find also that 
some of the mountain counties gave ma- 
jorities against the convention. I think 
there is no doubt of the defeat of the 
proposition." 

Tim Louisville Times says: "On the 
first Monday of next August each of the 
hundred Legislative districts in the State 
will elect one member of a Constitutional 
Convention to convene in Frankfort not 
later than the first week of the following 
November, and it is gratifying to note 
that the ablest and best men in the State 
are being brought forward for member- 
ship. In Logan County, for instance, it 
is understood that Hon. Wilber F. Brow- 
der, one of the purest men and ablest 
lawyers in the State, will be a candidate, 
and in other counties the people are 
turning, not to the professional politicians 
and pot hunters, but to the men best 
equipped by nature and culture for the 
proper discharge of the important duties 
that will devolve upon the convention. 
Let the press and the people, regardless 
of party affiliations, join handa in this 
good work and shut out the political 
shysters." 



The Oreenup Gazette says : "The latest 
trust is a combination of the floaters at 
the election. Ia Bourbon County these 
vagabonds held a meeting in a saloon and 
decided to not take less than $2# each for 
their votes. They got this and even more, 
votes going up as high as $25. Again we 
are informed at a recent primary election 
In Mason County three votes sold at $510 
■pot cash. We are not advised whether 
there is a vote selling trust in Mason or 
not, but suppose there is from the price 
paid for votea. There is not a trust in 
Greenup County. Votes, here, when the 
market is dull and bidding slow, have sold 
for 35 cents each : they have brought as 
much as $20 at other times. It is owing 
to the demand and supply. The supply 
increases each year. Ten or fifteen years 
ago $100 would get every vote on the 
market. They attend our market now, 
and the result is, it takes, when the bid- 
ding is lively, several thousand dollars to 
purchase the stock on the market. Some- 
times the stock is sold in herds and come 
cheaper than when sold separately. The 
blood -d stock sells for about the same 
that scrubs do. No pedigree is required. 
A warranty is required, though. It is the 
only stock market in the world that 
maimed, spavined and wind-broken stock 
brings the same price per head as the 
sound and neat stock. This is a remark- 
able market." 

Every election held sincel the high- 
tariff Harrison administration came into 
power has been in favor of the Democ- 
racy. The reason is very apparent— 
the taxation of consumers for the special 
benefit of manufacturers. As an instance 
of this, " Brainwood, 111., which gave a 
majority for Harrison of 200, has just 
elected a Democratic Mayor by a major- 
ity of 178. The town is the center of the 
present coal mining troubles, and the 
men who were told that a vote for Har- 
rison would better their condition are on 
the verge of starvation. The vote now is 
a gratifying indication that the laborer is 
rapidily opening his eyes to the fact that 
protection does not protect."

A DECREE OF IMPRISONMENT. 



Banlanger, Dillon and Roctoerort to He 
Deported to Sntne Fortlfled lata**] and 
Imprisoned— Klforts Simla to Sare the 
Uh ot Mrs. Maybrlok— Other Foreign 
News. 

Paris, Aug. 1*,.— The senate court lias 
pronounced judgment upon Gen. Bou- 
langer, Count Dillon and Henri Uoche- 
fort The accused are condemned to 
deportation to some fortified plaoe and 
there held as prisoners. 

The court deoided that it was aorap*- 
tent to try the charges of embeulement 
against (Sen. Boalauger, and found him 
guilty of the counts which aoou.se bin 
of appropriating public funds. Efforts 
■were made by partisans of Boulanger to 
have the court consider extenuating cir- 
cumstances, but the oourt refused to ad« 
mit that there were any. 

The court adjourned in order to frame 
the text of the degree, which will Iks 
voted on in seoret session and then read 
at a public sitting. 

The different Republican groups in 
the senate held a meeting immediately 
after the adjournment of the oourt. aud 
passed resolutions requesting the gov- 
ernment to enforce the decree after the 
dissolution of the court They called 
attention to the gravity of the conduot 
of some of the ministers in absenting 
themselves during the trial aud de- 
manded that steps be taken to bring to 
justice the other officials implicated 
with Boulanger, DUlon and Rochefort 
in their treasonable plots for the sub- 
version of the state. 

The senate oourt also found Count 
Dillon and Henri Rochefort accom- 
plices of ticn Boulanger in a felonious 
attempt against the safety of the state 
It also decided by a vote of 100 to 97 
that the acts oharged in the indictments 
against the accused, in connection with 
the presidential crisis in INN 7, constitu- 
ted a treasonable attempt Gen. Catn- 
penon, senator for Nevilly-Sur-Seiue, 
argued tliat the charge of embezzlement 
against Gen. Boulunger, had been 
proved. 

Me le Rover, president of the senate, 
and M. Marguine, senator for the de- 
partment of Mame, argued that the 
oourt was inoom patent to try (»en. Bou- 
langer on the oharn of misappropria- 
tion of funds, and that lbs charge must 
be referred to the court martial.
